•wonderful sight in Pekia. 


The tops of the American and British 


buildings ware badly tarn by the Chinese 
shells. Th* rest of the fore-fen settle- 
ment wae almost demolished. Twenty- 
eight hundred sheUa fell there during- the 
first three weeks of the bombardment, 
400 in one day. Bucketeful of bullets 
were gathered in. the grounds. 


The reception Which the survivors 


rave the army was worth the hardships 
the troops had unSergrone. The en- 
trance was not spectacular. Sir Alfred 
Gaselee, with his staff, and a company 
cf Sltehs waded up a bed of sewage into 
the canal under the Tartar city wall. 
The besieged removed the barricades, 
and when, the gates swung Inward and 
the-British colors appeared there was a 
great continuous cheer on both sides. 


An hour afterward General Chaffee, 


riding at the head of the Fourteenth 
United States infantry, marched 10 the 
Tartar wall. Although the Americans 
entered behind the last of the British 
forces, their reception was just as en- 
thusiastic as if they had been first. 


On entering the grounds of the Brit- 


ish legation, the American troops stared 
in amazement and inquired i'f there 
was a lawn party in progress.. 
They 


had expected to find the relieved in a 
worse condition than themselves, where- 
as, the contrast between the appearance 
ol the rescued and the rescuers was 
surprisingly In favor of the 
former. 


P.i itish Minister MacDonald was shaven 
av.d dressed in immaculate tennis flan- 
r.cls. 
Mr. Conger was equally present- 


able. 
The assemblage of ladies 
was 


fiesh and bright in summer clothing, 
Only a few civilians were carrying amis. 


On the other hand the rescurers were 


haggered and rough-beaxdsd. 
They 


dragged themselves along as if ready to 
drop, the'.r khaki uniform's dripping with 
perspiration and black with mud. But 
a second glance showed that the rescued 
were pathetically pale and thin. They 
looked like a company of invalids. 
Every part of the enclosure testified to 
their trajric experiences. 
There was a 


plot of new graves, headed with wooden 
crosses, including the graves of five 
children. 
The second secretary's house 


was the hospital, and it was filled w«th 
.•wounded. French nuns ministered there 
at one tinm 
All but four men of th« 


'Japanese contingent had been in the 
hospital wounded. 
There were several 


caves roofed with timbers, heaped over 
with earth, which served as bomb-proofs,

After that 
the negotiations may touch unon other 
qu«"*t.ions that remain to be settled1. It 
it with this object that Russia hae sug- 
gested the withdrawal from Veldn, in 
order that the Chinese government may 
resume the reins of power. 


The United States government has 


been earnestly championing the cause 
of Li Hung1 Chang from a precisely 
similar motive, namely, a fleslre to 
»p&ediiy rehabilttaite the Chinese gov- 
ernment. In orfler that it may carry out 
C",s express desire to settle the difficul- 
ties which have arisen. This has been 
the object of the negotiations of the l£,sit 
few days, and tee Russian note and the 
United States re«ponB«s were but parts 
of the general plan. 


In responding to the Russian note as 


It did, the United States government 
availed itself of the 
opportunity ot 


directly invfting: the remaining powers 
to express their desires In the matter of 
a s«ttlem£nt, or r<ather to indicate how, 
in their judgment, peace negotiations 
could bs thus instituted. This note is 
calculated to secure a full disclosure of 
the intentions of the powers, if the in- 
quiry la met by them in the frank spirit 
in which it was conceived by the United 
State's government. The difficulty ap- 
prehended now In reaching a settlement 
lies In the Intentional delay on the part 
of any power which is concealing1 its true 
purpose, and does not desire to avoid a 
formal war. 


It appears that much confusion exl-st^ 


at Taku as to what actually has been 
decided up,pn respecting the treatment 
of LI Hung Chang should he arrive at 
that place en route to Pekin. The state 
department finds the replies so far re- 
ceived from Efurope vague and unsatis- 
factory from the reason that the various 
governments appear to have different 
understandings as to the exact condi- 
tions at Taku. It can be stated that at 
present the question 
JLS to the ac- 


ceptability of Earl Li as an envoy and 
his freedom from interference remain 
unsettled. 


The advance of the Russian propo- 


sition may reduce the important of the 
other questions, for, with the return of 
the Chinese government to Pekln, the 
smaller matters of the personalities of 
the envoys and the sufficiency of cre- 
dentials "could be speedily adjusted. Al- 
together the opinion among: the members 
of the administration here is that the 
Russian move has made directly for an 
earlier settlement of the Chinese diffi- 
culties than seemed possible a few days 
ago. 


So far no orders have been Issued di- 


recting the return of the United States 
troops from China, or their removal from 
Pekin to Tientsin, or to any other point 
on the seacoast. It Is still the policy of 
the United States to secure order in 
China. 
If there should appear in Pe- 


kin members of the Chinese government 
who were duly authorized to organize a 
government, and could do so, with the 
prospect of restoring: order tia-c-ughout 
the empire, it would be considered as a 
move on the part of China towards car' 
rying out the demands of the United 
States. 
This government might then 


consider the advisability of withdrawing 
troops frorn the capital, especially if this 
action would tend toward the pacification 
of China. 


The action of the Japanese government 


in withdrawing from Amoy the troops 
or marines which have aroused the sus- 
picion of the European powers, has dona 
much to clarify the situation. 
By this 


disclaimer of a purpose to seize Chineso 
territory, Japan has avoided entering' a 
wedge which might result in the splitting 
up of the Chinese empire among tha 
powers. 
It now remains for Russia to 


take similar action as to the Russian 
forces at New Chwung, and from tha 
private intimations that have been con- 
veyed to the state department, Russia 
has assured us that this occupation haa 
been purely military and temporary. It 
was necessary, in view of the Interrup- 
tion of the Russian railroad in the tipper 
peninsular, to s&ize upon New Chwans 
to supply by sea the Russian forces to the 
northward, but within their own terri- 
tory.

HAM SMELLING A BUSINESS. 


Peculiar Occupation For Which OaljF 


Few Are Qualified. 


The ham smeller's only tools are a 


long steel trier and his nose. He stands 
in a barrel to keep his clothes from be- 
ing soiled by the dripping brine, ,and 
the hams are brought to him, and he 
plunges his sharp pointed trier Into 
them, withdraws it and passes It swift- 
ly beneath his nose. The trier always 
goes down to the knuckle joint 


In testing meat In that manner the 


man with tie trier judges by the slight- 
est shade of difference between the 
smell of one piece of meat and anoth- 
er. The smell of the meat is almost 
universally sweet and that Is -what he 
smells. The slightest taint or devia- 
tion from the sweet smell Is therefore 
appreciable. 
It Is not the degree of 


taint that he expects to find, but the 
slightest odor that is not sweet 


When he detects an odor, he throwa 


the meat aside, and If it is not un- 
wholesome It is sold as "rejected" 
meat but if It is talpted it goes to the 
rendering tank. The ham tester smella 
meat from 7 o'clock in the morning un- 
til 5 o'clock at night, and his sense 
must never become jaded or inexact or 
his usefulness would be at an end. 


Ham testing is not a pursuit danger- 


ous to the health, as tea testing is sup- 
posed to be, but the haji smeller with 
a cofd in his head is like a piano player 
who loses his arm in a railroad wreck.

UNIFORMITY IN QUARANTINE 


Doctors of County Discuss Important 


Matters 'Concerning Contagion 


The annual midsummer outing and 


conference of the Berkshire District 
Medical association was held at the 
cottage of Dr. Frank K. Paddock at 
Pontoosuc lake yesterday afternoon 
and was in every way one of tha most 
enjoyable and profitable meetings ever 
held by the association. Nearly ever^ 
town in the county was represented by, 
physicians, members of the board of 
nealth. school committees and select- 
men. 


Dr. W. W. Schofleld presided at the 


exercises held after dinner, whioh were 
h 'Id at 2 o'clock. The general subject 
for discussion, was "Quarantine." This 
was suggested a couple of months ago 
at the J une meeting1 and in view of the 
varied opinions about it the doctors 
decided to devote an entire session to 
the consideration of the subject 
At 


that time it -was also decided to re- 
quest the presence of the city and town 
authorities, so that the/ could secure 
the benefit of the discussion. 


While the r^acussion yesterday cen- 


tered aborut thi- 
general 
subject ol 


"Quarantine," it was taken up in its 
various phases *iuch as the care of 
school books and other materials, the 
oversight of the school buildings, the 
question off disinfection, and to what 
•extent a family and home should be 
quarantined in, mild cases of dij>hTher- 
ia, measles, scarlet fever and other 
contagious diseases. 


It was learned from those present 


that the residents in some towns do 
not report such cases with as much 
promptness as they do in others, and 
that they do mot look upon these oases 
with as. much concern. The very ex- 
cellent results of a disinfecting1 engine 
such as is used by the city of Pittg- 
fleld, were fully considered, and its 
adoption by the authorities in other 
towns was generally recommended. 


Dr. P. W. Draper of Boston, presi- 


dent of the state medicaJ association, 
was present, and told in an, interostmE: 
and concise manner the customs that 
are observed in that city. Amonsr the 
others who spoke were Dr. J. F. A. 
Adams, Dr. O. J. Brown of this city. 
Dr. Lymaai A. Jones of this city, Dr. 
WiillliaiiQ H. Mercer and) Dir. a S. 
Chajvin. 


After regarding the subject In all Its 


various phases, the physicians came 
to the conclusion that there should be 
greater uniformity in the rules of dis- 
infection and quarantine throughout 
the various towns and cities of the 
county. In this way the local service 
would b« more effective for the protec- 
tion of the community. 


S1REET RAILWAY LAW 


Mayor Wilkinson's Opinion in Interview 


In Springfield Crusade 


The Springfield "Onion, whfch con- 


ducted a crusade against the new 
street railway law som° time ago, has 
interviewed a large number of mayors 
of the state on the effects of the law. 
Mayor Wilkinson was one of 
these, 


and. gave in answer to a large number 
of questions a detailed statement of 
the relations between the city and the 
street railway, and the method of ar- 
ranging for the core of the 
streets 


through which the tracks run. In an- 
swer to the question, as to whether the 
city gets as much from the street rail- 
way under the new as under the old, 
Mayor Wilkinson says:

the street, to continue according to the 
conditions of the grant, subject to ad- 
justment, If necessary, when the law is 
made clear." 


In answer to the question as to 


whether ho regards the law as a dis- 
advantage or an advantage, he replies 
that it has made no difference what- 
ever in this city. 


Of the 20 mayors interviewed, niate 


rnayora declare the law to be a disad- 
vantage, five an advantage, and six 
ar« in doubt.

•The American Easiness Mcn'n Pace 


Demands Easily Digested Dishes. 
"There was in the old days far less 


wear and tear upon the nerves, and, 
under such conditions, digestion waa 
more completely performed," writes 
Mrs. S. T. Rorer of "Why I Am Op- 
posed to Pie?," iu The Ladies' Home 
Journal. "The mothers of today must 
look more carefully to the building uf 
their bodies and brains than their 
mothers and grandmothers did.

"In my close observation In the last 


20 years I find very few people in our 
common struggle for existence who can 
for any length of time eat carelessly of 
complex foods. At 40 or 50 a man may 
perhaps have accumulated wealth, but 
not health, apd of what earthly use Is 
the*first without the second? Many 
persons in the generation gone before 
have eaten pies at least once a day, 
but they have not had meat three times 
a day, nor have they rushed at our 
pace. They gave more time to the di- 
gestion of the pie. People who recom- 
mend" these rich foods rarely know any- 
thing of their complex conditions and 
still less of the complexity of diges- 
tion"

Taey Are Intended Particularly For 


Members and Other Person* Who 
Violate Parliament'* Owul Dignity, 
Rule* ami Custoiuo. 
Few persons are aware that Eng- 


land's parliament has Its own special 
prisons within Its own precincts which 
are intended pui/tlculariy for Its own 
members and persons who violate its 
own dignity, rules and customs. Of 
course these prisons seldom are used 
now, but they have been In the past, 
aud uot iM very long ago, and may be 
again. 
The house of commons has 


one set and the house of lords another. 


The commons prison Is a little way 


up iu the Clock Tower. Here are two 
sets of prisons, intended only for the 
accommodation of one prisoner each, 
one set being a little higher up In the 
tower than the other. Bach set con- 
sists of a sitting room and two bed- 
rooms, the former being a nice, com- 
fortable room about three by five 
yards, with a neat carpet and chalra 
good enough for anylAdy. The extra 
bedroom is not Intended for the pris- 
oner or for any friends whom he might 
desire to put up for the night, bqt la 
the sleeping apartment of the official 
who looks after him during his incar- 
ceration. This man is usually the su- 
pervisor ot badge messengers, and, be- 
sides looking after his man, he Is also 
his servant for the time being, and 
waits upon him just like any other. 
He never need worry himself much 
upon the question of the possibilities of 
the prisoner's escape, for the sergeant- 
at-arms is responsible, and inasmuch 
as the only way of getting to and from 
the prison is by way of this sergeant's 
house and through it, the risk of such 
a thing ever happening Is practically 
prohibitive. 


While he Is there the prisoner really 


has a good time. No restrictions as to 
hours are placed upon him, and he may 
rouse himself from his slumbers Just 
when he feels most Inclined and return 
to them ID the same way. 
Practically 


the only thing he cannot do is to walk 
about outside just as he pleases, but he 
is permitted to taka an hour and a 
half's exercise each morning and an. 
hour in the afternoon on the terrace 
of the house, and the terrace, broad 
and long and with Its splendid outlook 
upon the river, Is by no means a bad 
place to take exercise. If he were left 
entirely unguarded, the prisoner might 
dive Into the river and swim away, or, 
what would be simpler, hall a passing 
boat. So, just for precaution's sake, :i 
couple of 
officers 
accompany 
him 


while he takes these breaths of fresh 
air. 


He goes on Sunday to the church In. 


Vincent square, and on these occasions 
also he has a couple of innocent looking 
attendants. 


Moreover, there Is no question of so 


many ounces of bread and meat, but if 
he has the money to pay for It he, may 
feed himself upon the choicest viands 
that the most cultured palate could 
suggest The house of commons has a 
first class restaurant, where the hungry 
II. P. raay iliup as well as he could any- 
w'.ure in Lonrlnn. Each day the dishes 
which the kitchen has prepared are 
Indicated on a menu which is brought 
up to the prisoner, and he ticks off any- 
thing for which he feels a fancy, and 
It is brought to him. The only draw- 
back from his point of view Is that the 
bill is presented to him just as It would 
be anywhere else, and In the event of 
his refusing to pay up he would eventu- 
ally be served with a court summons. 


Among the occupants of the Clock 


Tower have been the late Charles 
Bradlaugh, who found himself con- 
signed thither on account of a little 
difference with Mr. Speaker on the 
subject of the parliamentary oath. 
When Northampton returned Mr. Brad- 
laugh to parliament, he was not allow- 
ed to take tHe oath nor the substituted 
process known as affirmation. 
Mr. 


Bradlaugh, however, secured a New 
Testament and took a self administer- 
ed oath, after which he proceeded to 
the next step of signing the roll. He 
refused to withdraw when the speaker 
requested him to do so, and conse- 
quently the 
sergeant-at-arms took 


charge of him, and to the Clock Tower 
prison he went 


When the erection of the Tower 


bridge was being considered, a state- 
ment was made that the Tower bridge 
bill committee was subject to bribery 
and corruption— a serious charge. Two 
men responsible for it were pronounced 
to have committed a Tareach of privi- 
lege, for the house is very sensitive 
upon such mutters, and the speaker Is- 
sued a summons tor their appearance. 
One of them, Mr. Ward, gave himself 
up without delay, and he got seven 
days In the Clock Tower prison. The 
other offender, after a little delay, was 
captured and was for a brief period 
housed at Newgate.

committed contempt of the house by 
declining to sit upon a certain commit- 
tee.

Tower prison, which was not finished, 
but did his durance in the cellar of the 
house.

A Freak of Women That Maken a 


Mors'uo ?iece«»aiy In a. Drag Store. 
When the woman iu black handed two 


prescriptions to the drug clerk, she said:. 
"I'll call for th« niediciue some time thia 
evening. Give me a chtsck, please.'1 


Before handing her the- identification 


check the clerk figured for a moment. 
"Oue dollar and a Quarter," ho said. "It 
j« eustoirmry to cet a deposit on a call 
order that amounts to more than 50 
cents." 


The woman flushed indignantly. "Well," 


she said, "to be frank with you, I don't 
feel like paying it, 
I've been buying 


medicine and things at drug stores for a 
good many years, and this is the first 
time I have been asked to put up a de- 
posit. It is such an absurd request. Sou 
don't suppose for a minute that I'm go-> 
ing around getting prebcriptions filled 
jtibt foi the fuu of the thing, do you?". 


The clerk sighed meekly. "Well," he 


said, "maybe you're not, but there are 
plenty of women who do. I hate to ask 
lor a deposit 
I'd almost as lief be 


cheated out of the money. I told the 
proprietor so. 'It looks small,' said I. 
•Can't help it,* said he. 'We can't af- 
ford to mix three or four bottles of ex- 
pensive medicines every day for women 
who make a fad of ordering drugs com- 
pounded that they never intend to call 
for." And that's just what a lot of you 
women folks do," added the clerk, with a 
defiant attempt at self vindication. "Just 
look at this." Here he opened the door 
of r. large cupboard at the rear of the 
Store aud pointed to the many rows of 
labeled bottles therein. "This is what 
we call the morgue," he snid. "Every 
drug store has one. It is filled with the 
aftermath of the medicine fad.. There 
must be upward of 300 bottles in that 
cupboard which are worth on an average 
BO cents each. Every cue of them has 
been ordered by women, the majority of 
whom probably never had any intention 
of calling for the concoction. 
Some of 


this medicine has been here for months. 
It probably never will be called for, but 
•we shall keep it for an indefinite period 
anyway. Drugs once mixed are a dead 
loss to us, and we might as well hold 
them and thus take chances on final re- 
demption as to throw them away."

cine that they never intend to use?" ask- 
ed the woman.

Doctors' bills generally 
have to be paid, whereas medicine can 
be compounded free of charge unless a 
deposit is demanded from all except regu- 
lar patrons. Not all these bottles you 
see here were filled from new prescrip- 
tions by any means. Many ot them were 
made up from copies of old prescriptions 
that were filled-originally at other stores 
in good faith, and I doubt not that many 
of the compounds held in storage here 
could be duplicated in the morgue of 
many another drug store that has not yet 
adopted the deposit system."

WOMEff'IN -OLD EGYPT. 


They Stared "With the Men AH Tfcel* 


Pastimes ar.il Pleasures. 


In ancient Egypt monogamy was prac- 


ticed, although it was not enjoined by 
law. There is no evidence of the exist- 
ence of a marriage ceremony, but the 
marriage contract tecured to the wife 
certain rights, one of which was that of 
complete control over her husband, who 
promised to yield' her implicit obedience! 
Nearness of relationship \vas no barrier 
to wedlock, th'e union of brother and bis- 
ter being quite common. 


Women, Loth married and unmarried, 


participated with: the men in all the 
pleasures of social intercourse. 
They 


took part in the public festivals, shared 
in banquets, drove out in their chariots 
and made pleasure excursions on the 
Nile. At banquets th'e guests were en- 
tertained cuieaj with music and dancing. 
Singing was also- an esteemed accom- 
plishment,-and the-more solid part of 
their education must have been attended 
to, as women often held important offices 
In the priesthood. 
They presided at 


births and officiated as mourners at 
deaths and burials. 


Ladies of rank occupied their spare 


moments in embroidery and in the cul- 
tivation of flowers, of which they were 
passionately fond and which were lavish- 
ly used on all festive occasions. Women 
of the humbler classes were employed in 
spinning and in the rural districts in 
tending cattle and sheep and in carrying 
water, the heavier employments being 
left to the men. 


This halcyon state of affairs lasted 


only during the days of Egypt's great- 
ness. During the period of her decline 
her daughters were fearfully downtrod- 
den and degraded. The hardest manual 
labor was assigned to them, and they suf- 
fered cruel punishments for the crimes 
of their fathers, husbands or brothers, as 
the case might be. Sometimes they were 
publicly beaten with sticks, at others 
thrown into dungeons or sent to work at 
the mines, where the miseries they en- 
dured were so great that, as the old his- 
torian tells us, they longed for death as 
far preferable to life,—Westminster Re- 
Tiew.

Frtnce Onkl»tom»kr Buys That tbo 


Fatherland I» Re»p<m«ihle 
For 


Present Disorders — Claim* KaUer 
Seek* to Weaken Rusulam Influ- 
ence. 
Prince Hespere Oukhtomsky, gentle- 


man Jn waiting to his Imperial majes- 
ty the czar Nicholas and editor in chief 
of the Vledomosti of St 
Petersburg, 


the chief government organ of Russia, 
arrived in New York recently on the 
steamship Aqultalne of the French 
line. He Is on his way to China as a 
special commissioner from his govern- 
ment. 


Prince Oukhtomsky declared the oth- 


er evening that Germany was doing 
her best to hamper Russia and destroy 
her Influence in the far east Between 
Russia and America, he said, there was 
not the slightest 111 feeling and Russia 
was rather pleased than otherwise to 
see America taking a hand in the Chi- 
nese imbroglio. Russia was not in fa- 
vor of dismemberment, he said, and 
all stories to that effect were entirely 
untrue. When I saw Prince Oukhtom- 
sky at the Holland House, said a re- 
porter of the New York Herald, he 
conversed freejy on the eastern situa- 
tion. 


"German Influence Is very great in 


China," he said, "and I must say it is 
a very bad influence, for the Germans 
have not much to risk there and every- 
thing to gain. They began by taking 
the bay of Kiaochau, aud they have 
ever since beon threatening that empire. 
The Chinese objected strongly to hav- 
ing the Germans so near their capital 
and eagerly offered the invaders land 
In the southern part of China. The 
Germans, however, refused to go south 
and insisted on taking Kiaochau, de- 
spite strong protest. Li Hung Chang, 
who is a great friend of mine, told me 
at that time that the greatest disasters 
would follow immediately if Germa- 
ny's pernicious activity did not cease. 
'If you destroy our government as the 
Germans do,' he said, 'the government 
will not be able to hold in check the 
people.' 


"I do not believe that Russia is at 


war with China. We are only fighting 
the Chinese who are destroying our 
railway, and our generals are moving 
against -these rebels in Manchuria. 
Germany went to the east to do harm 
to Russia, and so she created all tbo^e 
difficulties in Turkey and afterward in 
the far east. It was the beginning of 
a new political era for Germany. It 
may be that she did not think so much 
about doing harm to Russia when she 
eeised Kiaochau as she did of conquer- 
ing for herself, 


"At any rate, I am afraid she is do- 


Ing much harm to Russia, for we had 
the predominant Influence in China. 
Germany could not harm us In Europe, 
for there her geographical position, be- 
tween Russia and France, was bad, so 
she went elsewhere, where we were 
more vulnerable. 


"Germany will have some impor- 


tance in China so long as the powera 
keep together, but Germany alon# can 
do nothing at all. Waldersee is going 
to Shanghai'in three weeks, and when 
he arrives1 he will want some great and 
glorious defeats of Chinese. The Ger- 
man press is already saying. 'We want 
to push forward. We don't want to re- 
main in Peking.' The German news- 
papers not long ago were opposed to 
dismemberment. Now they are strong- 
ly in favor of it. 


"The powers will, however, try to 


drill native troops, and that will be a 
great danger, for 1 am sure that in 
time these' foreign drilled troops will 
form the real body of a hostile native 
army. 


"Russia does not care very much 


whether the United States keeps the 
Philippines or leaves them, but I think 
Russia would prefer to have America 
keep the Islands as a sort of counter- 
balance or offset to Japan, who will be 
our great enemy of the future. Japan 
wiL not only be the enemy of Russia, 
but of all the European powers.

whether all of Manchuria will be an 
open door. -If we make a great rail- 
way and then use it only for foreign 
merchants to bring goods into our pos- 
sessions it would certainly be to out 
disadvantage. 


"I am sure America would have more 


trade In a united China than In a dis- 
membered one. In fact It would be 
better for all trading nations. If Ger- 
many seized a part of China the United 
States would have less chance to trada 
In that section than In the Russian 
spheres of influence. We are not at all 
a trading nation, as the Germans are. 


"Li Hung Chang, I think, can be 


trusted by the powers. He is a true 
Chinese patriot and does not love the 
foreigners. He Is a liberal, but hates 
Japan. He is certainly the only one 
who can represent China in peace ne- 
gotiations. Prince Tuan is not of Im« 
portnnce, and is chiefly noticeable be- 
cause of his brutal disposition."

The first letter received was written' 


during the first siege of Tien Tain, 
June 19. President Tenney says: 


"I am, waiting this letter under diffi- 


culties. I am in the University b.uild- 
ing. 
My wife and children) are a mile 


away in the cellar 'of the town hall 
where the women and children of the 
foreign Community are collected. 


"We have about SOflO foreign troops of 


all nationalities fighting for us and the 
Chinese probably many more, but we 
don't know precisely haw many. 


"The university stands outside 'of the 


settlement in the country. I am tryinfe 
to hold on to it and eo stayed here, 
though it is very hard to be separted 
from my family at suph a time. A 
number of my students are here and I 
must stay to act as their leader. I 
dismissed school when the troubles 
began but not all were able to get off 
before communication was broked. To- 
day the Chinese soldiers are giving 
particular attention to this university. 
To get ink and paper fot- this letter I 
crawled over the floor to keep beTow 
the window sills and on ray way back 
I picked up three bullets which entered 
the room while I was getting the 
stationery. 


"The three professors who are stand- 


ing by me here and myself had a Prov- 
idential escape this morning at break- 
fas time. We had been eating in an up 
stairs room but this morning1 Just as 
we were starting up, I said: 'Let's eat 
down stairs today.' During breakfast 
time a shell came through the upstairs 
dining room right across the table. It 
would probably have killed one or two 
of us If we had been there. I have a 
pocketful of fragments of shells that 
have exploded around the universit;, 
today and yesterday. We are anxiously 
awaittag relnforcemeiAs from Taku. If 
they 'only come today or tomorrow we 
shall beat off this devilish crew. 


"I am not taking much part in the 


fighting though I took a. few shots 
from the roof yesterday. Eaymond (Mr. 


1 I Tenney's 13 year old son) was with me 


on the roof and so he feels that he is 
quits a Soldier.. I got him Inltb -shelter 
at the town hall as soon as the. ekir 
niisji was over. His being here was ac- 
cidental.

"I had no ide^ of the savagery of

Christian men and women yield to the 
frenzy and consent to the most heart* 
less barbarities. I have devoted much 
of my energy to protecting1 the inno- 
c"nt Chinese from the punishment 
which I am ready eriujgh to see in- 
flicted up-m the guilty. 


"Our 
situation has really been very 


critical. W«. have suffered bombard- 
ment for just four weeks today. One 
or two English officers who were in 
Ladysmith happen to be here and thej 
say that our bombardment has been 
far more severe than that of LacSy- 
smi<l|. 
Practically evft>ry liouge has 


been struck by shell fire and nearly- 
half or one-third of «ho buildings have 
been burned. My university biiildtnp;r 
have been hit by (pheils ten times and 
many of the windows are riddled with 
bullets. We have about 13,000 foreign 
t;r<4:>E(3 here now, bu(t that ia lonly 
barely enough to hold our own. We 
made an attack ur>on the Chinese city 
yesterday but failR<l with a frightful 
list oS casualties. * * • » 


"I am personally a little dazed today 


with thfe surpriso of being- alive. 
I 


thought yesterday that I had reached 
the end. I undertook to take ammu-. 
nltion to the fighting line and was 
ambushed by the Chinese soldiers. 
I 


had a gang of coolies with the am- 
munition and waa misinformed as to 
the result of the morning's fighting. 
I supposed that a section was clear 
of tho enemy when I? w/w not. My 


ooolies <J|r<>pt>3d the amiwuniUon and 
fled. I had ben* decoyed so far in the 
open that it was impossible to retrace 
my stope and eo le&ped into* the near- 
est ditch. It seems wonderful that i 
got to coVer -without being struck. 
tli£r6 was such a halt of twlieta. I lat 
s'tlWin the'dttcii <wlifle the Chinese 
AmueeiJ themselves by firing1 at the 
hole where 1 was hidden, PspcoiaUv 
whenever I vrled to take an. observa- 
tion. I aa,w that my only otmnc« of 
life was to lia close until dark, about 
three or four hours, and then creep 
off. 
If it bad been two. days earlier 


I could not have done it, but -it was 
two days after the full moon so that 
there was a shortf tkn» of daa-knees 
which' I improved. I •wadad througti 
the mud an<$ water of my sheltered 
ditch ag'far as it went, abiMit 200 yards, 
and; then across tho nJain. 


"The attack was renewed this n\orn-
